Failure of the attentpt to drag 
the Masonic order into the cam- 
paign for re-election of Senator 
Hoke Smith was evidenced Monday 
in a letter received by Governor 
Hygh M Dorsey from Dr. Charles 
L. * Bass, ost worshipful grand 
master of the Georgia Grand 
Lodge of Masons, indorsing’ the 
candidacy of the governor for the 
genate in the highest terms and 
stating that any service he might 
be able to render the governor's 
campaign would not only be a per- 
sonal privilege but a public service. 

The letter of Dr. Bass, who is 
one of the most prominent and 
beloved Methodist ministers’. in 
Georgia, came in the midst of 
Monday's showers of letters and 
verbal indorsements of Visitors 
who visited the Dorsey  head- 
quarters in the Kimball house, 
expressing confidence that the gov- 
ernor’s race for the senate would 
be successful. Opinion has been 
widely expressed that the inher- 
itafice tax auestion relative to the 
Masonic home, and the tobacco tax 
question, both of which have been 
used by Senator Smith's compaign- 
ers in an effort to embarrass the 
campaign of Governor Dorsey, are 
reacting vigorously against the 
campaign of the present senator. 
The general opinion prevails that 
the questions will be dropped by } 
Smith propagandists.

campaign leaders bring every rec- 
ord available that will throw light 
on the subscriptions to and the ex- 
penditures of campaign funds. 

Chairman Kenyon said that he 
had been assured by Will H. Hays, 
chairman of the _ republican na- 
tional committee, in a long dis- 
tance telephone conversation, that 
all of the republican records would 
be gladly laid before the commit- 
tee. 

“Hays assured me that he would 
do everything he could to help us,” 
he said, 

It was declared that there is a 
possibility of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s being asked to submit in- 
formation to the committee, 


Cards on Table, Urges Reed. 

“We want to put every card on 
the table,” ‘said « Senator James 
Reed, of Missourl,: “We are sub- 
poenaing every man we cal cniee 
of who should know about these 
campaign funds, and If we have not 
hit on the right men we will call 
in others. In our Washington hear- 
ings. the information we obtained 
was given reluctantly in some 
cases and in others witnesses plead- 
ed they did not know. In this in- 
vestigation we hope to gain full 
knowledge of the inner workings of

Senator Reed made public — the 
text of his telegram which said in 
part:

.,.1 will highly appreciate it if 
the committee can be placed in pos- 
session of all facts in your know!}- 
edge and all suggestions leading to 
the exposure of this corruption 
fund. ...

, To Subpoena Every One. 
committee decided to subpoena eVery 
one connected with the management 
of both campaigns to “take the 
question out of politics.” 

“There is nothing political in our 
action,” said Kenyon. “Certain 
statements have been made, and we 
considered it necessary to have a 
full and frank investigation of both 
campaigns.” 

The committee, in its meeting 
here ‘Monday, was evenly divided, 
politically. Senators Kenyon and 
Spencer, republicans, and Senators 
Pomerene and Reed, democrats, at- 
tended. 

Early in the day it was announced 
that the meeting was called to plan 
future procedure, and that no action 
would be taken. As the executive 
session started, Senator Reed an- 
nounced that he would “insist én a 
full investigation of the republican 
campaign.” He said that if Gov- 
ernor Cox had information that the 
republicans were raising a $15,000,- 
000 fund, he ought to have a chance 
to. tell the committee about it. He 
then went into the session, which 
was first announced as one that 
would take “about twenty minutes.” 

It lasted, however, more than two 
hours. That the discussion was 
heated, at times, was evident from 
he voices within. ‘ 

At its conclusion, the senators 
filed @ut end announced that every- 
body concerned in the management 
of the two parties would be called. 

Senator Kenyon then sent a tele- 
gram to D. E. Barry, sergeant-at- 
arms of the senate, to issue sub- 
poenas for the following leaders:

GOV. COX ASSERTS 
HE’LL GIVE FACTS 
TO THE COMMITTEE 


Dayton, Ohio, August 23.—Devel- 
opments in connection with his 
charge*that-a “slush fund” of $15,- 
000,000 was being raised for the 
republican campaign and personal 
affairs today engaged Governor Cox, 
democratic presidential candidate. 

Governor Cox received a telegram 
from Senator Kenyon, republican, 
Iowa, chairman of the senate cam- 
paign fund investigating committee, 
which resumed its sessions today at 
Chicago, requesting information. No 
reply was made by the governor and 
he had sent Senator Reed, of Mis- 
souri, a demdcratic member of the 
Kenyon committee, a telegram last 


night, promising to transmit infor- 
mation in the near future. 


In addition to the information to 
be given to the committee, Gover- 
nor Cox said tonight that he would 
make public other facts in his fu- 
ture addresses. 

Declaring that he did not ex- 
pect to testify before the senate 
committee, Governor Cox said:

Al) of the information Il 
have wiil be given-to the public, 
and, therefore, 1 don’t Bee any use 
in going before the committee. I 
think ajso that committee will rec- 
ognize that as a candidate I should 
give it out in such manner as J sec 
fit, but I have no disposition, of 
course, to. conceal anything from 
them that I have myself. 

“I wiil give out my informatiop 
as I think the public interest de- 
mands and J] think I should ‘be the 
judge as to when it is to be given.”

Lisburn, Ireland, August 23.—The 
business portion of Lisburn today 
presented @ scene of ruin and geso- 
lation as a result of the burning of 
shops by loyalists in revenge for 
the murder of Police Inspector 
Swanzy here yesterday. 

During the night ‘the sky was 
lighted up by flames from the shops 
of supposed Sinn Feiners, the fires 
also involving a number of loyal- 
ist premises. The private homes 
of Sifn Feiners were burned and 
the furniture carried into the street 
and ignited. The military authori- 
ties have posted a guard over the 
Catholie chapel. 

William Shaw, a local Sinn Fein 
councilman, was beaten so severely 
that he is being detained in the 
infirmary. 

Further rioting occurred this 
morning -vhile an inguect into the 
death of Police Inspector Swanzy 

A butcher slop 
belonging to an Irish nationalist 
was burned and other premises 

re aitacked. The inquest verdict 
threw no light on the identity of 
Inspector Swanzy’s murderer, it be- 
ing recorded that he was murdered 
by persons unknown.

Dublin, August 23.—More than a 
hundred cases of the destruction of 
property, assassination of police, 
loyalist reprisals and similar in- 
cidents were reported in Ireland 
during the last week-end and the 
list continues to grow. 

Among the latest reports is that 
of a fierce pitched battle of Lissao- 
da, County Cork, between the po- 
lice and an ambush party. A con- 
siderable Rmumber of men are said 
to have beg@m wounded in the. én- 
gagement. 

An officer commanding troops at 
Charleville, County Cork, received 
a death notice yesterday and last 
night “the customs offices of Ban- 
try were burned, all of the records 
being destroyed. 

CONSTABLES REFUSE 
TO SUPPRESS OPINION, 

London, August 24.—A large num- 
ber of the royal Irish constabulaty 
at Dublin informed the commandant 
Monday that they were unwilling to 
be used to suppress political opin- 
ion, says the Dublin correspondent 
of the Central News.

Lieutenant Davis Relieved. 

Lieutenant Davis has béen reliev- 
ed of his command as head of the 
military police in Atlanta pending 
completion of tye probe that start- 
ed Monday. No one had been desig- 
nated by Camp Gordon officials to 
supplant Lieutenant Davis up to a 
late hour Monday night, although 
it is expected another lieutenant 
will be assigned to the post during 
Tuesday.

Warsaw, August 23.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Russian bolshevik 
forces are reacting virtually along 
the whole line in an effort to save 
the remnants of the red army, but 
they have so far been easily frus- 
trated by the Poles. 

On the north there is heavy fight- 
ing in the region of Mlawa and Sol- 
dau, Forced to face two Polish 
-armies, one advancing from Modlin 
and the other from Graudenz, the 
bolsheviki are making desperate ef- 
forts to extricate their advance 
guard, some of which adventured as 
far as Eylau and Plonsk. 
losses in prisoners 


two days. ' 

The attempt of the reds to break 
the Polish lines on the Przasnysh- 
Makov-Rozany road and cross the 
Narew river, has completely failed. 
‘Polish troops advancing up the 
right bank of the Narew, threw 
back the bolsheviki to the north. 
Meanwhile the main body of the 
Poles, advancing from Warsaw, oc- 
cupied all the territory in the fork 
of the Bug and the Narew. 

The only chance of the bolsheviki 
is to open a passage in the direc- 
tion of Ostrolenka and Lomza, so 
as to get through to Bialystok and 


4 Grodne. .The Polish treops accord- 


ingly are hastening their march to-> 
wards Ostrolenka and Lomza, while 
the Polish cavalry, which has 
reached the upper weters of the 
Narew, has already cut the road 
between Lomzag and Bialystok. 

The battle now beginning on the 
middle Narew is likely to decidé the 
fate of all the red forces between 
the Narew and the Prussian fron- 
tier. Red troops, comprising infan- 
try and cavalry, are making a beld 
thrust in the direction of Brody 
and Lemberg. Farther north bol- 
Shevik detachments, debouching 
from Lutsk and Viadimir Volinsky, 
tried to force a pmssage of the Bug 
before Prubreszov, but were hurled 
back with heavy loss. The same 
fate befell the reds who appeared 
in the region of Lemberg. . 

The Ukrainian regiments which 
ate still on their old positions along 
the Strypa, have successfully repell- 
ed all mitempts of the reds and 
maintained their origindl lines on 
the extreme right. In the center 
the Polish troops which occupied 
Brest-Litovsk are digging in on the 
eastern border of Polesia. It ig ex- 
pected that the daring plan of the 
bolsheviki against Lemberg will be 
definitely frustrated in the near fu- 
ture. . 


RUSSIANS FACING 
COMPLETE DISASTER. 

Paris, August 23.—Soviet Russian 
armies which invaded Poland and 
threatened to capture Warsaw, ap- 
pear to be on the eve of complete 
disaster, says the Warsdw corre- 
spondent of The Matin. He quoted 
General Weygand as saying Poland 
will be the “grave of three-fourt's 
of the bolshevik army.” 

Two Polish cavalry divisions are 
advahcing toward Bialystok for the 
evident purpose of cutting off the 
retreat of soviet troc»s operating to 


the north of Warsaw. ‘The corre- 
spondent declares the bolsheviki 


wil soon be foreed into a turried 
general retreat, and that discipline 
has broken down in their ranks. 

The number of Russian soviet 
prisoners: captured in the Polish 
counter offensive will amount to 
75,000, according to Warsaw advices 
to the French foreign office today. 

Most. of the 35,000 prisoners al- 
ready counted were captured in the 
territory northwest of Warsaw, in- 
cluding the Danzig corridor, by the 
army under command of the French 
general, Billotte, who formerly. was 
chief of staff to Generali Lyautey, 
resident French decunaal of Moroc- 
co. This army nowis most effec- 
tive, andis composed of German- 
trained men of Posen. 

Another Polish army, under com- 
mand of the French general, Henry, 
is striking toward Bialystok from 
Warsaw, cutting off the bolshevik 
retreat. 

A third Polish 
President Pilsudski, already has 
passed Brest-Litovsk, cutting off 
the bolshevik Galician army. 

The French foreign office an- 
nounced today that General Wey- 
Band now is chief of the Polish 
staff with full power, and that ost 
of the 1,000 French officers in Po- 
land ure actually participating in 
the fighting. 

The Polish peace delegates at 
Minsk have reported that the 
soviet representatives are increasing 
in severity the publighed peace 
terms, demanding now that 200,000 
Polish workmen be given the arms 
the bolshevik hope the Polish army 
will lay down.

APPEAL IS ISSUED 
TO TENNESSEEANS 
BY THE FUGITIVES 


Decatur, Ala., August 23—Mem- 
bers of the Tennessee house of rep- 
resentatives here today issued a 
formal statement addressed to the 
people of Tennessee, setting forth 
their reasons for breaking a quorum 
in the house and leavgng the state 
The statement bears the signatures 
of thirty-seven members of the 


house, of whom 27 are democrats 
and 10 republ ' t 
nll publicans. The statement 

“To the People of Tennessee: 

“We, the undersigned members 
of the lower house of the legisla-

We felt that to have ratified 
said act would have been to sur- 
render the sovereign rights of the 
state on the question of suffrage, 
which is one of the most important 
and sacred rights conferred, and 
the only defense that the people of 
Tennessee had at this juncture rest- 
ed in our hands, and the only way 
that we could serve was to take 
che course that we have taken. We 
fully understand that our action 
could only be justified by the tre- 
mendous issues involved which, in 
our judgment went to the very 
foundation of our government; that 
the ratification of said amendment 
would be destructive of the sover- 
eignty of the state and a negation 
of the dual form of government 
created by its founders.

POLAND WARNED . 
BY UNITED STATES 


Not to Push Advance Into 
Russian Territory—It Is 
Said Poland Will Heed 
Warning. ; ° 
Washington, August 23.—Com- 

plete assurance will be given the 

United States, it was stated, today 

in Polish official circles, that Po- 

land’s victoridus armies will not 


pursue their advance beyond the 
natural frontiers of the reconsti- 
tuted republic. An early communi- 
cation from Warsaw to this effect 
was expected by these officials. 

Representations setting forth the 
views of this government have been 
made through the legation at War- 
saw, the state department an- 
nounced today, the communication 
reiterating the stand taken by Sec- 
retary.Colby in his recent note to 
the It#lian ambassador. The posi- 
tion of the American government as 
outlined then was that the allied 
and associated powers should unite 
in a declaration favoring the pres- 
ervation of the integrity of Russia, 
such a declaration to be accompa- 
nied “by the announcement that no 
transgression by Poland will be per- 
mitted.” 

Poland to Give Assurances. 

The Polish reply, legation offi- 
cials said, would.set at rest any 
Suspicions that Poland was con- 
templating the prolongation of hos- 
tilities into an offensive war 
against Russia. Assurances of this 
nature, it was added, already had 
been given the soviet government 
envoys by the Polish peace dele- 
fates at Minsk. 

No formal representations have 
been exchanged ith the allies by 
the United States regarding the pos- 
sible transition of the Polish opera- 
tions from a defensive to an of- 
fensive character. The American 
Zovernment is understood to be con- 
tent with the position as set forth 
in itS note and representations made 
to the Polish government have been 
only an elaborization of the princi- 
ples enunciated in that document. 

Great Britain, however, through 
Premier Lloyd-George, already has 
announced her opposition to any 
transgression by Foland of Russian 
territory. For the present, it is be- 
lieved, that the British government 
will rest on the announcements of 
the British position .by Lloyd- 
George in the house of commons 
betore taking up a possible formal 
rejoinder to the American note to 
the italian ambassador in which the 
invitation was issued for a declara- 
tion by the allied and associated 
powers of their attitude toward Po- 
land and Russia. 


Joint Allied Policy. 


The. first approaches to a joint 
allied policy toward the respective 
situations is believed here to have 
been made by Premier Lloyd-George 
in his present conferences with 
Premier Giolitti, of Italy, and in 
the later discussions with Premier 
Millerand, of France. It is also re- 
garded by officials here as signifi- 
cant in this connection that the 
British premier is reported to be 
Planning to receive this week the 
German premier, Dr. Fehrenbach, 
and Dr. Walter Simons, German 
minister of foreign affairs. It is 
not believed that the United States, 
will receive any further replies to 
the American note on the Polish 
situation until the geries of confer- 
ences between the British and the 
Italian, French and German pre- 
miers have been concluded. 

Both Sir Auckland Geddes, the 
British ambassador, and Prince 
Lubomirski, the Polish minister, 
conferred today with Secretary 
Colby at the’ state department. It 
is understood that the Russian and 
Polish situations in all their rapid- 
ly shifting perspectives, were un- 
der discussiof#f at the two respec- 
tive conferences. .

in the struggle against Wrangel.” 


COUNTER STROKE 
LIKELY TO COME 
FROM RUSSIANS

London, August 23.—Distinctly

diplomatic leaders, who see in the 


Russian retreat ffom Warsaw a gen- 
eral breakdown not noly of the 
reds’ militaryq offensive, but the 
smashing of thelr political preten- 
tions, military experts here are far 
from sanguine over the events wf 
the last few days. 

It is pointed out that the Rue- 
sian steam roller, once the Polish 
armies reach the high tide of their 
counter offensive, is due for a 
comeback, just as it came back time 
and time again in the great war. 
In contrast to Polish reports of a 
disorderly retreat, virtually amount- 


ing to a rout, it is said that the 
reds are falling back: in decidedly 
good order, without losing even 
their supplies, and without giving 
up any tremendously imposing Bum- 
bers of ‘prisoners. ; 

Those who seem to be the’ best 
informed on this situation predict 
that the bolshevik government, even 
if it suffers a defeat in the pres- 
ent instance, will still avoid sign- 
ing any peace treaty with Poland. 
The Moscow policy will be to re- 
organize, and then, at the propitious 
moment, impose its own terms by 
force, unless the allies adopt a more 
Strenuous policy of intervention 
than they have up to the present 
time. 

General Wrangel and the Uk- 
rainian armies seem to be afford- 
ing the red leaders far more anx- 
iety than is Poland, for Moscow has 
admitted that Wrangel is a greater 
menace to the soviet. 

Warsaw reports that General Hal- 
ler’s forces have reached the line 
from Mlava to Prasnysz, with their 
right wing extending to Ostrolenka. 
The capture of 35,000 additional 
prisoners is claimed. 

The Polish line now runs along 
the River Bug south of Brest- 
Litovsk to the juncture of the Na- 
rew, southwest of Warsaw, Presi- 
dent Polsudski’s troops are strong- 
ly entrenched, and, with the Kieff 
debacle in mind, are apparently 
holding up a general pursuit of the 
retreating Russians. . 

Danzig Situation Causes Worry. 

In the meantime, the situation 

Danzig is giving the allies no 
small concern. The French, .ob- 
sessed with the belief fhat Sir Reg- 
inald T. Tower, high commissioner 
for the port of Danzig under the 
league of nations, is really acting 
strictly under England’s orders, and 
that he has an over-fondness for 
Germany, are determined to make 
a test case out of the affair. ’ 

The 20,000 troops asked for by 
Tower before he will permit the 
unloading of munitions for Poland, 
will not be supplied, it was be- 
lieved today. 

British workers are marking 
time, but are firm in declaring that 
they are preparedtocarry out their 
threats of a general strike if there 
is any recession on the part of 
the government in favor of the 
Franco-Polish combination. 

The Russian diplomatic and eco- 
nomic delegation in London are ut- 
terly indifferent to events on the 
war front, and Gregory Krassin, 
their leader, appears supremely 
confident of the outcome. With a 
shrug of his shoulders he brushed 
aside the Russian retreat as a mere 
incident to the war, and declared 
that Russian man power, always 
plentiful, would be ready to return 
to the attack at any time. In their 
dash for Warsaw, he intimated, the 
red forces outdistanced their sup- 
plies, and the retreat came as a 
atural result of lack of ammuni- 
tion. He pointed out that the Poles 
have not yet reported capturing any 
booty worth while. 

POLISH SUPPLIES 
HELD AT DANZIG. 

Paris, August 23.—German ‘ ork- 
ers at Danzig have established sov- 
iets and have seized the piers, pre- 
venting the landing of any supplies 
for Poland, according to a report 
from that city. The German com- 
mander of the port is said to bave 
refused to assign moorings for the 
French dispatch boat Accra and the 
cruiser Gueydon. Sir Reginald T. 
Tower, high commissioner for the 
league of nations at Danzig, has re- 
fused to take any responsibility, de- 
claring he must await instructions 
from London. . 


Lucerne, Switzerland, August 23.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—Premier 
Lloyd-George, of Great Britain, and 
Premier Giolitti, of Italy, have 
adopted proposals to be submitted to 
France for allied action to secure 
Poland free and unrestricted use or 
Danzig and its communications, in 
accordance with the Versailles 
treaty, 
here today. 


NO WORLD PEACE

“Therefore the British and Ital- 
ian governments have been taking 
steps, in the face of much misrepre- 
sentation, to restore communications 
between Russia and the world out- 
side.’

“The government of Poland is

“We cannot help apprehending 
that when the detailed conditions 
of the composition of this force— 
kept back as they are now—are re- 
vealed later on, they will be found 
to be moulded on the plan of the 
Russian red army. For one natio 
to insist as a condition of peace 
with another that the ferce organiz- 
ed for the‘ protection of life, prop-

either acknowledge or deal with 
the soviet omigarchy. 

Ought te Teach Wisdom. 

“What has befallen in this short 
war to the invaders of national 
rights, whether in Russia or in 
Poland, ought to teach wisdom te 
aggressors. The world, east and 
west, is crying for peace, but peace 
is only obtainable on the basis of 
full recognition of the liberties of 
nations. 

“The British and Italian govern- 
ments are alarmed at the indefi- 
nite prolongation of the present 
state of conflict amongst nations, 
the peoples engaged in these an- 
tagonisms can bring nothing but 
ever-increasing misery to the peo- 
ples of the world at large, for 
they involve continued unrest. Un- 
til these conflicts cease, the bet- 
terment of agriculture, industry and 
the interchange of commodities, on 
which the economic life of na- 
tions depend, cannot come Into full 
operation. Scarcity and high prices, 
with attendant privations and per- 
ils, are the inevi‘able result. 

“Civilization itself, shaken and 
weakened by five years of inces- 
sant warfare, is menaced by the 
prospect. The British and Italian 
governments therefore are united 
in urging that every effort should 
be made to brine to a conclusion 
the existine conditions of strife be- 
tween nations.” 

Proposal to France. 


London, August 24.—Premiers 
Lloyd-George and Gliolitti, at their 
concluding conference, drafted a 
proposal to France recommending 
immediate action to procure for Po- 
land her full rights under the trea- 
ty of Versailles, according to the 
Lucerne correspondent of The Lon- 
don Times. 

The decision reached after Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George had received the 
newest peace terms, adds the cor- 
respondent, constitutes a firm es- 
tablishment of the Franco-British 
alliance.

Statement by Colonel Bridges. 

The statement of Colonel Bridges 
is as follows:

VOLUNTEER WHEAT

Farmers of Kansas Are to 


Receive $100,000,000 for 
Wheat Grown Without 
ae 


Topeka, Kan., August 23.—Stories 
of sudden wealth in the Kansas 
wheat belt are numerous this, year, 


unteer wheat,” a crop from seeds 
which fall in the previous harvest- 
ing. Officially estimated there was 
1,900,000 acres' of volunteer wheat 
in Kansas this year, or about a 
sixth of the total harvested acre- 
age. This wheat yielded probably 
40,000,000 bushels, or representing a 
monetary vlue of about $100,000,000. 
The total Kansas crop of wheat is 
estimated officially at 150,000,000 
bushels. 

The large acreage of volunteer 
wheat is due to the fact that a 
great deal of this acreage was de- 
Serted as wheat land by the own- 
ers after last year’s none *° too 
bountiful crop had been harvested. 


The 1919 acreage was in excess of 
11,000,000, by tar the record for 
any state in the union. A wet fall 
caused the kernels of wheat which 
had fallen to the ground during 
the harvesting to germinate. 
Bountiful Yields. 

Finding the ‘volunteer’ crop 
making a stand, tarmers did not 
disturb the growth, and with ideal 
wheat growing weather this spriug 
the volunteer wheat mace yields 
fully as bountiful as the rest of the 
crop. ES . 

Innumerable stories of “deserted 
acreages” producing $5,000 to $25,- 
000 worth ot wheat come trom 
western Kansas, where the bulk of 
the volunteer wheat was grown. 
Others’ tell of farmers who pur- 
chased farms this year and paid 
for them with the returns of this 
year’s wheat harvest. Illustrating 
the “sudden wealth” generai 
throughout the western hansas 
counties, where land has been cheap 
and favorable seasons few and far 
between, a recent canvass of wheat 
yields in tthe vicinity of Oakley, a 
small town 60 miles east of the Col- 
orado line, in Logan county, showed 
at least fifty farmers whose wheat 
crops this year are. worth more 
than $50,000 each; at least twenty- 
five more have more than $75,000 
each and every farmer 
has a good crop. Thirteen coun- 
ties, most of them of northwest 
Kansas, this year are yielding 43,- 
701,637 bushels of wheat, according 
to the latest official estimate of 
the state board of agriculture. 

The one big drawback to the 
Kansas wheat growers’ prosperity 
this year is the lack of facilities in 
which to transport his wheat to the 
market centers. Cars still are 
scarce, especially in the central and 
western parts of the state, but the 
situation is not as desperate as it 
was two months ago, grain dealers 
report.

CAUSE OF WRECK 


States Walter LeCraw, of 


Atlanta, a Passenger on 
the Wrecked Tallulah 
‘Falls Train. 


{ditor’s Note.—Among those 
who arrived’in Atlanta Monday 
night who had been a passen- 
ger on the Tallulah Falls train 
which was wrecked Monday, was 
J. Walter LeCraw, an Atlanta 
attorney, who, being formerly 
a member of The Constitution’s 
editorial staff. was asked to 
write a story of the wreck. Here 
is his story. 


BY J. WALTER LECRAW, : 
Rotten crossties and soft dirt in 
the roadbed of the Tallulah Falls 
railroad caused a train to be 
wrecked Monday, its engine plung- 
ing down an embankment, carry- 
ing Engineer John Harvey to his 
death and bringing hundreds of 
other Georgians near to a similar 
fate. 

The softened dirt was caused by 
the heavy rains of the past two 
weeks—but the_ rotten’ crossties 
were there because they hadn’t been 
removed and sound crosstries put 
ir their places, 

Together with dozens of other 
passengers on that ill-fated train, 
I walked up and down the track 
after the accident and examined 
the track, and we picked up pieces 
of the crosstics and crumpled them 
in our hands like powder PJecause 
the wood was so rotten. 

Straight track—not even a curve 
where these wreck took place. We 
vere not going fast, but just an 
ordinary rate. All of a sudden we 
felt the brakes applied, and we 
were thrown forward in our Seats. 
John Harvey had the presence of 
mind of, apply his emergency 
brakes when he- felt the track 
giving way beneath the wheels of 
his engine. 

: was sitting in the second coach. 
My first thought was that a cow 
was on the track. That sometimes 
happens in Rabun county, you 
know. The next second, however 
I felt the car wobble from side to 


side and a erunchinge sound came 
from the wheels. Then the ear I 
was in tilted toward the right to a 
conSiderable degree. That instant 
Some passengers dived out the win- 
dows. But, together with others 
I jumped up and rushed to the 
platform. By the time I got there

I jumped to the step and looked 
forward. Never will I forget the 
sight—the tragedy and humor of 
it combined. The engine had tum- 
bled down the bank and was flat 
on its back, the wheels still going 
round and round and great clouds 
of steam snorting from the boiler. 
The front coach was turned on its 
right side and suspended in mid- 
air, and out of the windows on the 
bottom side the people were drop- 
ping—for all the world like mice 
being shaken out of a mouse-trap!

The reason that first coach aid 
not roll down the hill was be- 
cause the tender acted as a prop 
and held it up in its susnended 
position, flat on its side. If that 
coach had fallen down the hill. it 
would probably would have killed 
many of the people in it, and would 
have dragged at least the second 
coach off the track.

BANKRUPTCY DENIED 
BY WIZARD PONZ! 


Boston, August 23.—Charles Ponzi, 
whose financial schemes have ended 
in the hands of receivers with claims 
of millions of dollars against him, 
denial of bankruptey today 
through his counsel, Daniel V. Mc- 
Isaacs, in the federal court. In it he 
declared that he is solvent and de- 
manded a trial by jury to determine 
his solvency. Action on the peti- 
tion, if granted by the court, will 
be delayed until the federal grand 
jury convenes next month. 

The state charges of larceny 
against Ponzi were called up today 
in the municipal court, but as the 
federal authorities have first claim 
on the prisoner, it was agreed to 
default him. Assistant Attorney 
General Albert Hurwitz said that 
habeas corpus proceedings would 
undoubtedly be instituted at a later 
date to bring Ponzi to trial on the 
state charges. 

The federal 
Securities’ 
statement tonight, said that the fil- 
ing of Ponzi's cilaim for a jury trial 
would not lessen in any way their 
activities or efforts to locate and 
obtain possession of all his proper- 
ty. The hearings beforg the re- 
ceivers will be resumed tomorrow 
morning. 

To date a.total of 11,672 investors, 
with claims aggregating $4,848,593, 
have presented their notes against 
Ponzi at the attorney general's of- 
fice, it was announced tonight. The 
total number of noteholders, ac- 
cording to the attorney general, 
will probably reach 15,000.

Probably the greatest activity cen- 
tered around Columbia, where the 
opening gun of the big fight will be 
fired on Wednesday, at which time 
four thousand representatives of the 
‘armers, merchants, bankers and 
business men will gather to launch 
what is expected to be one of ' the 
most determined holding campaigfs 
ever undertaken in the south. 

Toe Keep Cotton Off Market. 

The program outlined for 
Wednesday’s meeting calls for the 
formation of an export corporation 
with a capital stock of one million 
bales, the retirement of the 25 per 
cent of the 1920 crop from the mar- 
ket, thea launching of an acreage 
reduction campaign of 59 per cent 
or 1921 and the taking of other 
steps which, it is figured, will force 
the manufacturers to at least Day 
the producers a price for their sta- 
nle which will meet the cost of pro- 
duction.

The proposed “seeing is believ- 
ing” tour of Georgia tobacco grow- 
ers and prospective tobacco grow- 
ers through the regions of North 
Carolina and South Carolina that 
have for generations grown to- 
bacco as their leading “money” 
crop ought to result in great bene- 
fit to the industry in this state. 

Five years ago Georgia produced 
practically no tobacco, the gener- 
ally accepted idea being that the 
“weed” would not thrive success- 
fully in this state, because the 
soils and other natural conditions 
prevailing in Georgia were not 
adapted to it. 
However, experience has proven 
that tobacco of finest quality and 
abundant yield can be produced in 
this state, and today it is being 
grown on thousands of acres of 
south Georgia land, the value of 
this year’s crop being estimated at 
approximately $6,000,000, as against 
practically nothing five years ago. 
There is no field crop that ex- 
cels tobacco in point of cash ‘value 
per acre—no other, in fact, that 
comes up to it, all things being 
equal—but to be produced profit- 
ably it must be properly planted, 
properly cultivated, properly har- 
vested, properly cured, properly 
prepared for market. p 

All of which requires special 


jcare, Knowledge and education. 


Experts in tobacco culture, op- 
erating under the auspices of the 
agricultural development depart- 
ment of certain railroads serving 
Georgia, and of the state college, :; 
have been of inestimable value to 
the state in teaching and personal- 
ly directing farmers in the culti- 
vation of this important crop; and 
the proposed tour is directly in line 
with, and supplemental to, the edu- 
cational campaign those. trained 
field workers have been and are 
conducting. 

The idea of the tour originated 
with the development department 
of the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic railroad—the pioneer in 
the tobacco-raising industry in 
Georgia—and the trip, details of 
which have been announced 
through the press of the state, will 
be made under the direction and 
management of officials of that 
railroad. 

Like all departures of this na- 
ture, its success will depend on 
large measure upon the extent to 
which those who stand to profit 
Immediately from it—that is, the 
farmers of south Georgia—co- 
operate in the movement and work 
to promote the object sought. 

The monetary cost to the farm- 
ers who make the tour will be

BIRTH MARKS, 
Intelligence has the drawback 
that the more you learn the more 
you realize how little you know; 


and total ignorance must be an ex- 
ceedingly comfortable state, be- 
cause if your mind is as good as 
dead you never even dream of the 
wisdom of the world of which you 
are innocent. 

A reader sends a newspaper clip- 
ping showing a carefully retouched 
picture of an English baby, born 
with a mark. The mark, according 
to the caption with the picture, is 
that of one ef the Zeppelins which 
raided England in the great war. I 
think there must have been some 
mistake for the baby is not’mark- 
ed with a Zeppelin at all: she is 
marked with a 5-cent cigar. The 
reader challenges me to explain the 
remarkable instance. I must refer 
her to the newspaper artist who 
prepared the picture and to the 
Staff man whose fertile imagination 
produced the legend to accom- 
pany it. 

Another reader cites an authentic 
case of an expectant mother see- 
ing, I forget whether it was a jack- 
roach or a cock-rabbit, galloping 
through the fields near her home. 
And sure enough, just as all the 
old fishwives had NOT predicted, 
for superstition goes hand in hand 
with hindsight in such cases, when 
the baby was born there was a per- 
fectly formed silk hat on his head.

Some birthmarks are capillary 
nevi—the minutest blood vessels are 
enlarged and multiplied to produce 
the red mark. Others are formed

Many of them are minute or unno- 
ticeable at birth and increase in 
size to a certain point as the in- 


}fant grows, then remain unchanged 


until surgically removed. Rarely 
one undergoes spontaneous involu- 


| tion or disappearance, only a sjight 
scar.

Some of these marks may b® re- 
moved by one or several apyplica- 
tions of liquid air or cgerbon dioxide 
snow by a surgeon or medical spe- 
cialist. Others are best tréated with 
electrolysis, of course in the hand 
of a surgeon and not a self-styled 
“beauty doctor.” Electrolysis is 
especially suitable in the removal 
of birthmarks in which there are 
hairs. X-ray treatments and 
radium treatments have produced 
very happy results in certain dis- 
figuring birthmarks. It is crude 


and dangerous to apply acids or 
caustics to these blemishes. Large 
marks call for surgical removal and 
in some cases grafts of skin from 
another part of the body. 

In the case of an infant with a 
birthmark, the earlier the treat- 
ment ‘is begun the more satisfac- 
tory the result will be.

Nashville, Tenn., August 23.—De- 
spite the strike of union conduc- 
tors and motormen called early 
Sunday, cars were running this 
morning on all the lines of the 
Nashville Railway and Light com- 
pany, the service being about 70 per 
cent of normal. 

The day opened with no signs 
of disorder in evidence except the 
jeering of car operators by union 
sympathizers. Officials of the com- 
pany have decided to stop all car 
service at 6 o’chock p. m. until the 
situation becomes more settled. In 
accord with the policy, Mayor Wil- 
liam Gupton last night issued a 
proclamation urging stores and fac- 
tories to close at 5 o’clock in order 
that their employees may ride home.

RATES WON'T CAUSE 


TRAFFIC 10 SLOW UP 


Opinion of Railroad Experts. 
Roads Are Doing Capaci- 
ty Business Now. 


- 


Washington, August, 23.—When 
the increased freight and passenger 
rates become effective Thursday, 
there will be no change in the vol- 
ume of railroad traffic, railroad ex- 
perts agreed today. 

‘Railroads are doing capacity 
business now .There are no indica- 
tions:that there will be any slowing 
up,” the representative of a leading 
railway publication declared today, 
following an investigation, 

Most recent figures show that in 
one week this month, 942,000 freight 
cars were loaded. *This represents 


the largest amotnt of freight traffic 
this year, 70,000 cars more than on 
a Similar week last year, and within 
5,000 ears of the corresponding 
week in 1918. It shows railroad 
freighttraffic to be nearer normal 
than at any time in 19209. 

Increase in business coming with 
autmn leads to the expectation 
that the railroads will continue to 
be offered more freight than they 
can handle. The fact that the cost 
will average 35 per cent more will 
not change this. 

Lumber Industry Hard Hit. 

However, there are said to be cer- 
tain industries which may be forced 
to curtail shipments. An important 
example is the lumber in@ustry in 
northwestern states. Shippers from 
the northwest insist that they will 
be unable to compete with lumber 
shippers from Canada and north 
central states under the new rates. 
Such curtailments will mot be suf- 
ficient to change the general situa- 
tion, it is said.’ 

In the passenger branch of the 
railroad business, the 20 percent 
rate increase is not expected to 
change travel materially, although 
there is a slight rush this week on 
the part of persons who deisre to 
make trips before Thursday. The 
fact that round-trip tickets may be 
purchased at the old rates, which 
are good for later return, aids in 
keeping passenger traffic near to 
the level it would otherwise take. 
The 20 per cent passenger increase 
is not enough to curtail traveling to 
an appreciable extent, itis declared. 

Effect of Pullman Increase. 


There is diffehence of opinion 
over the prospective effect of the 
Pullman increase of 50 per cent. 
The Pyllman company ic on record 
with a protest filed with the inter- 
state commerce commission decar- 
ing that its traffic will decrease. It 
quotes statistics of business follow- 
ing aprevious increase to prove its 
point. The government officials, 
however, assert that the reason for 
the previous Pullman decrease Was 
due to the cutting in passsenger 
trains, effected as a war measure. 
There are many railroad. men who 
assert that the American public 
will continue to patronize the Pull- 
man service to a greater extent 
than ever before. 

With the ending of the six 
months eriod of government guar- 
antee, .aking place September 1, 
there are frequent estimates of the 
total amount the government wiil 
be forced to pay under its agree- 
ment. It is generally agreed that 
the amount will be near $600,000,000, 
or slightly less, as there are indica- 
tions that July and August returns 
will show higher railroad revenue 
than in the previous four months. 

The railroads are entering the 
period of “going it alone” under 
comparatively favorable conditions. 
The shortage of cars now is less 
than 125,000, it was stated, while 
the number of cars tied up at termi- 
nals igs 79,000, compared with ap- 
proximately three times:that number 


in April.

Eckert had been in the habit of 
passing himself off as a prohibition 
agent, and at one time showed a 
telegram signed “Shevlin,” purport- 
ing to appoint him a revenue 
arent. He had frequently display- 
ed a shield, and these bogus creden- 
tials had carried him far on several 
oceasiong, 

Police officials investigating the 
murder have openly declared that 
revelations of the whisky plot will 
implicate more than one bona fide 
prohibition agent as actually. en- 
waged in the liquor traffic, if not 
connected directly with the slaying. 

Search was continued throughout 
Monday fer the occupants of the au- 
tomobile in which Eckert met his 
death. Little more information has 
been obtained from any of the four 
prisoners now detained by the po- 
lice, although’ Kane, owner of the 
murder car, has told several storics 
concerning his movements which 
are being checked up. There has 
been no substantiation thus far of 
Kane's story that he left his ma- 
chine at Maloxey’s hotel at 11 
o’clock Friday night, where, he says, 
it was stolen by Eckert’s murder- 
ers, and it cannot be found that 
Eckert even visited that hotel after 
his release from the Tombs on 
Wednesday.

Around the opening the 
months under least pressure were 
for a moment 7m htmh thmh tahtta 
the close of Saturday, but almost 
immediately the whole list sagged 
and the decline’ was constantly 
widened until in the last few min- 
utes of the session the market was 
156 to 166 points under Saturdays 
final prices. The close Was 156 to 
165 points lower on the day. Octo- 
her traded down to 25.01 and March 
to 23.54. 

Selling around the opening was 
due mainly to the sudden and wide 
break in the Liverpool market, 
which private cables said Was 
eased by fear of a coal strike in 
Wngland. There were also rumors 
that the English market had been 
affected by rumors of a large fail- 
ure inthe Far East and by the boy-, 
eétton on English goods in nidia. 
Japanese selling was .very heavy 
during the first hour of the day. 

The market made almost no re- 
coveries, upturns being narrow and 
always followed by fresh recessions. 
The lack of spot demand was always 
a selling influence and lowest prices 
were made following reports of 
much lower spot prices in the mar- 
kets of the interior,

time in Texas, where farmers are being 
offered only about $20 to $25 per ton for 
their cotton seed, whereas 
cent years they obtained $60 to $80 per 
ton. 

As a result farmers are holding their 
seed or feeding jit to stock, and selling their 
cotton in order to secure ready cash. South 
Texas has a large crop this year, as it is 
reported that Nueces county has already 
ginned over 25,000 bales against 21,000 
for the whole of last season, which is 
causing receipts to increase, at Houston 
today 7,983 against 712 bales corresponding 
day last year. 

In view of tha unfavorable features sur- 
rounding the cotton situation, the outlook 
for the future coufse of values is not at 
all encouraging, erpecially now that the 
crop is opening ayvd nearing readiness for 
market in the s@uthern half of the belt, 
with no general Alemand in evidence. 

The one thing necessary for farmers to 
do in order to try and check the declin- 
ing tendency of prices is to offer their tot- 
ton sparingly and not rush it to market, 
to be sacrificed at a price that will hardly 
pay for the cost of raising it. Until this is 
done there will probably be no prospect of 
veone aig improving, except, perhaps, tempo- 
rarily. 

Therefore, united action in this respect is 
essential to combat the present unfavorable 


situation, and this action should be put in 


motion in every cotton growing state until 
general conditions. improve, 
Hl. & B. BEER.

New Orleans, August 23,—(Special.)— 
The depressing effect of the trend of the 
foreign market overshadowed all other fea- 
tures, including the proposed meeting called 
by the American Cotton association to con- 
sider plans for withholding part of the 
new cotton crop and reducing next sea- 
son’s acreage. 

Advices from Houston indicated that the 
success of the proposed arrangement is in 
doubt, with a disposition evident to con- 
tinue to offer cotton freely. One wire 
stated 2,500 bales were being offered ar 
26 cents basis, The situation apparently 
hinges on the general attitude of the south 
in this respect, which, in turn, will prob- 
ably be influenced to a considerable ex- 
tent by developments abroad, the Polisn- 
Russian news was regarded as more encour- 
aging, but Liverpool seems to be concerned 
with political questions closer home, and 
there was some speculation that the sharp 
decline there may not have had some con- 
nection with the boycott threatened by In- 
dia some weeks ago.

Credit Strain Peak Passed, 
Says Illinois Trust Head 


Polish Situation No Long- 
er Big Market Factor. 
Food Lower—New Eng- 
land Labor Unsteady.

New Yrok, August 23.—A process 
of liquidation has been under way 
in the stock market for some time. 
In a number of instances what 
might be termed “direct action” has 
been resorted ‘to by professional 
operators who sight profits on the 
short side of the market, and, taken 
altogether, the general news de- 
velopments have not had much ef- 
fect on the movement of prices, The 
factors which operated for a rise 
during the preceeding week were 
utterly ignored during the week 
just closed. For example, the Polish 
situation, when it began to show a 
favorable turn, was given credit for 
the recovery in prices, but, although 
it has since continued to show the 
favorable developments, it 
failed to exert but slight influence 
during the week. 


The credit situation is undoubt= 
edly responsible, to a large extent, 
for much of the. liquidation that 
has taken place, yet we have the 
assurance of John J. Mitchell, pres- 
ident of the Illinois Trust and Sav- 
ings bank, that the peak of the 
credit strain arising from the har- 
vest demands has passed. Further- 
more, the decline in grain prices 
has had the effect of checking the 
movement of grain to market, as 
farmers are never inclined to Sel: 
on a declining market. Mr. Mitchell 
points out that there is no excuse 
for any further advance in Wages, 
as the labor supply is increasing 
rapidly through immigration. 


If the peak of the credit strain 
has been passed, a view in which 
others concur, there sheuld, before 
long, be an end to the liquidating 
movement in stocks. Price reduc- 
tions of commodities, however, will 
have a great deal to do with this, 
and these reductions are undoubt- 
edly taking place, although there 
is considerable difference of opin- 
ion as ty whether or not they will 
continue. President Wood, of the 
American Woolen company, for in- 
stance, thinks that prices of cloth- 
ing will go lower, even though 
woolen cloth will not be lowered. 
This, of course, is a round-about 
way of charging the wholesalers 
with profiteering, which they are 
quick to resent. As a matter of 
fact, it is rather difficult to recon- 
cile woolen cloth prices with the 
price of raw wool, even making a 
liberal allowanee for the cost of 
manufacture, on the basis of pres- 
ent high wage scales. At the same 
time it is equally difficult to recon- 
cile retail clothing prices with the 
heavy cost to the consumer, again 
making full allowance for the high 
wages paid to clothing workers. 

The main factor to be considered 
is that the wearer of the clothes 
has adopted a new point of view, 
and refuses to pay the high prices 
anv longer. 

Food prices are lower, with fruit 
and vegetables selling at the level 
of a year ago, and with grain show- 
ing a downward tendency because 
of the great surplus. Meat prices, 
however, are likely to go higher 
because of the dropping off of 
range-raised cattle, it being pointed 
out that the cattle range is~a pass- 
ing institution in America, and 
range raising is the only satisfac- 
tory method of raising cattle in 
large enough quantities to supply 
the American market. Neverthe- 
less, it is estimated that in New 
York alone living necessities have 
increased 15 per cent between De- 
cember arg June, so that New York- 
ers are paving $18,000,000 a week 
more for living than six months 
ago. 

More Food Crops. 

The general idea seems to be that 
such deflation as has taken place 
thus far is of a wholesome charac- 
ter and means placing the business 
of the country -upon a better basis. 
There are enough constructive fac- 
tors to be taken into consideration 
to lend encouragement to those 
who believe it possible for this 
country to work out of its present 
economic difficulties without too 
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great a preliminary disturbance. 
We have, for instance, the promise 
of large yields of basic food crops 
and the cotton crop that will prob- 
ably be larger than any of thuse 
produced in the past six years, thus 
insuring a continuation of the pur- 
chasing power of the agricultura! 
community, which, in turn, meane 
that industry will be Kept up and 
tonnage supplied for transportation. 
As to the transportation situation 
itself, it is now pretty definitely 
acknowledged to be on the upturn. 
A great deal of inconvenience and 
loss is still being experienced be- 
cause of transportation difficulties. 
but it must be borne in mind that 
these ills cannot be cured in a day. 
The wage and rate increases that 
have been authorized have opened 
the way for the restoration of the 
roads to a state of efficiency com.- 
mensurate with present needs and, 
best of all, we have the assurance 
that never before has there been 
such a state of buoyant feeling on 
the part of the operating forces. 
who feel that they now have an op- 
portunity to accomplish rests. 
Still another factor to be taken 
into consideration is the increased 
efficiency of labor. The writer be- 
gan commenting upon this as far 
back as last April, when his atten- 
tion was called to it by the presi- 
dent of one of the large shipbuild- 
ing corporations, who certainly was 
in a position to form accurate judz- 
ment. Since that time the improve- 
ment has become more pronounced, 
and is now a matter of genera! 
comment. The laying off of men by 
the Pennsylvania railroad, by the 
tire factories, by the woolen mills 
and many other industries in New 
England and elsewhere has un- 
doubtedly had an influence in per- 
Suading the wage earners that it 
was well to hold fast to their pres- 
ent jobs at high wages, and un, 
doubtedly, too, they have realized 
the necessity for the welfare of 
the country of greater production 
per man per hour. Confirmation of 
this is found in reports from many 
parts of the country that, without 
Wage reduction or increased hours 
of work the actual labor cost per 
unit of production is decreasing. 


Iron and Steel 


In the irgn and _ steel industry 
transportation conditions have been 
the controlling factor. The freight 
Situation, until within the past week 
or two, had been growine steadily 
worse with continued accumula- 
tions of raw, semi-finished and fin- 
ished materiais at furnaces and 
mills. Reports now indicate that 
the worst of this congestion ds over, 
although it is still serious. The 
Sranting of higher freight rates is 
welcomed by the iron and _§ steel 
trades as the way out of their trans- 
portation difficulties, although it is 
expected to add $3 to $4 a ton to 
the cost of steel. The rate increase 
itself, however, foreshadows an in- 
creaSe in the steel business when 
the roads begin their $600,000,000 
rehabilitation program which is to 
be spread over a period of three 
years, 

_ in the textile trade wool is still 
in a very unsettled condition with 
many of the mills shut down. Cot- 
ton goods are also showing a slack- 
ening demand, particularly in the 
finer classifications, partly ai —re- 
sult of the falling off in demand 
of tire and auto supply materials. 
Boots and shoes and leather goods 
are still unsettled, Glthough a 
somewhat steadier tone is reported 
within the last few days. Shoe buy- 
ers are appearing in the market 
again to some extent. The renewed 
demand, such as it is, comes main- 
ly from the west, Nevertheless 
there is considerable unemployment 
in the shoe and tannery tpades. and 
reports from New England are that 
if business does not revive very 
soon the question of unemployment 
will become serious. 

The problem 
this time is whether it is better to 
curtail production to keep within 
capital limitations and bring the 
consuming demand down to meet it 
or to increase the volume of pro. 
duction to meet the demand. From 
the standpoint of the manufactur- 
er with heavy fixed charges and 
overhead, the latter proposition 
would be the more desirable, but 
the trouble is he is not concern- 
ine himself with the nature of the 
demand so lone as the volume keeps 
up. whereas any stimulation of con- 
suming demand of products in gzen- 
eral, bevond a certain point, can 
only come from extravarance, pro- 
ducing an inflation and ae strain 


upon credit. which would mean that 
stringent measures for its curtaj}- 
ment would have to he again under- 
taken at a Iater date,

The market .was undér 
pressure at the start, being encour- 
aged by the break in the spot wheat 
vricesya lack of new export demand 
and a heavy market at Winnipeg. 

Corn displayed a heavy tone and 
ruled lower much of the time after 
starting practically unchanged to 
1 point higher. December and May 
rdeliveries sold at new low fivtures 
‘on the crop as the result of gen- 
jeral selling by strong commission 
houses, which more than offset the 
effect of the strength in Septem- 
ber. This delivery acted tight and 
rallied very sharply from the ear- 
ly low. At the inside December 
was off 2*%,c, from Saturday’s fin- 
ish. 

Oats were depressed by the ac- 
tion of corn and commission house 
selling, All deliveries sold at a 
new low on the crop, and closed 
well toward the bottom. ~* 

Provisions trade was erratic. Aft- 
er starting firm, the ma¥fket weak- 
ened with the easiness in »~grains 
and a decline in hogs. Smal! pack- 
ers were on the buying side of lard, 
while there was some buying of 
ribs by Cash houses.

, Little said today‘that the bill, 
which consists of the complete re- 
vised code of the laws of the United 
tates will be ready for introduc- 
tion and publication when congress 
gonvenes in December. 
».,When approval of congress is 
Riven, the bill will be published as 
_the revised statutes of the United 
States, and will be available for | 
fistribution among lawyers and 
Public officials throughout the 
country. Only once previously, in 
1874, has the United States author- 
ized a similar volume, which has 
all general and permanent laws ar- 
ranged according to subject mat- 
ter, in such form that the present 
difficulty in obtaining information 
‘éneerning federal laws is largely 
removed. 
Little, as chairman of the house 
committee on revision of the laws, 
is using a small congressional ap- 
propriation to employ expert as- 
‘Pistants in the tedious task of going 
over all the laws passed since 1874, 
which is necessary in preparation of 
the code. The assistants include | 
both practical lawyers and college ' 
professors to whom the work ap- 
peals because of the interesting 
problems arising. 

The workers have found that suc- 
ressive congresses have unknowing- 
ly duplicdted many laws and have 
forgotten to repeal some when new 
laws of different import have been 
passed covering similar subjects. It 
is necessary that various legal tan- 
gies be straightened out. 

The revised statutes of 1874 pre- 
pared by a commission cost the gov- 
ernment $109,000. Another salaried 
commission was appointed in 1897 
to prepare a code. This commis- 
gion worked nine years at a cost 
of $200,000, but the code was not 
published. Little. estimates the total 
cost of the new revised statutes 
will be $30,000.

NOW ON EXHIBITION 


Campaign Waged by Knights 
of Pen and Brush Are 
Shown at Louvre. 


Paris. August %l—There opened 
today in the Louvre an exhibition 
‘of war posters of enemy and allied 
countries. Two adjoining galleries 
of the pavilion du Marsan are filled 
with this propaganda art, the main 
gallery being given over to enemy 


states. This is not exactly a place 
of honor, but there were a great 


many more German posters consid- 
ered worthy of exhibition than from 
any allied country, and they natur- 
ally are of the greatest interest to 
allied visitors. 


‘4 The distinction given the German 
posters is effectively neutralized by 
a display of bulletins of army chiefs 
in occupied areas. Some of these 
threaten death for certain mention- 
ed offenses, and some inform of 
instances where the death sentence 
was carried out. The famous no- 
tices of the shooting of Edith Cavell 
and Captain Fryatt are included. 

In this same German galiery are 
copies of enemy and allied propa- 
ganda newspapers published in the 
occupied region. Copies of the noto- 
rious Gazette des ardennes are 
there, and beside them, the notice 
of the German commander tnat The 
Gazette des Ardennes would be 
supplied free to every hotel, res- 
taurant and wine shop where they 
were to be placed conspiciousily 
available 
velasure, The Gazette des Ardennes 
had been a reputable French news- 
paper. ' It was commandeered by 
the Germans, and edited and print- 
ed by them in-the old style. 

La Libre Belgique. 

In a large glass case at the en- 
which was secretly published and 
circulated in Belgium throughout 
trance to the exhibition are coples 
of the famous La Libre Belgique, 
the war. Its scathing cartoons of 
(german officers are delixhtful to 
see. One has a cleverly faked pho- 
tograph of General von Bissing, re- 
sponsible for most of the atrocities 
in Belgium, showing him in an im- 
portant pose reading La Libre Bel- 
gzique. The days of publication of 
lia Libre Belgique were “regularly 
irregular.” They took pains to pub- 
lish all the thundering ukases of 
Von Bissing threatening death and 
destruction to everyone found to 
be in any Way connected with the 
publication and circulation of La 
Libre Belgique.. 

The Germans were excelling in 
poster art before the war, and this 
excellence shows in the exhibition. 
Their printing inks, too, are easily 
the most vivid and effective. Many 
of the allied posters seem weak and 
washy beside them. 

A many-headed snake to repre- 
sent.the allies was an idea fre- 
quently used by the Germans, Aus- 
trians and Bulgarians. The posters 
were most frequently for war 
loans, The previous loans were 
made to appear as daggers in the 
snake. 
President Wilson was employed as 
a snake’s head, and his face ap- 
* peared contorted with pain because 
of the war loan dagger. ‘rwo of 
the posters were maps showing the 
seas about England dotted with

BOARD AS FAITH 
IN GHTY COUNCIL 


Etheridge Says That Com- 
missioners Do Not Be- 


lieve Body Will Indorse 


Recorder’s Action. 


Declaring that Gordon Noel Hur- 
tel, acting recorder,in the course of 
the trial of one of the county 
drivers who was fined $25 and costs 
for violation of the muffler ordi- 
nance, acted “very arbitrarily and 
unjustly,” Paul S: Etheridge, chair- 
man of the public works committee 
of Fulton, in a statement given out 
yesterday, asserted his belief that 
friends of the board in city council 
will not look at the matter as the 
recorder pro tem. did, and will not 
indorse the actonin view of the ex- 
tenuating circumstances. 

“Nevertheless,” he’ adds, “if they 
should See fit to do s0, we are 
unanimous in our sentiment that in 
the future we would conduct our 
activities, as far-as the city is con- 
cerned, On our own initiative and 
independently of council. 

Since my term of office began, 
many appeals have been brought to 
our board from the council, all of 
which have received courteous con- 
sideration, and wherever it was pos- 
Sible, they have been granted, and 
we do not believe that the council, 
as such, will stand for the ‘slap in 
the face’ given us by the recorder 
pro tem.” 

Had to Step Work. 


Mr. Etheridge declares that the 
action of Mr. Hurtel had made it ab- 
solutely necessary for the county to 
take their trucks off the streets of 
Atlanta, thereby stopping the work 
On Spring street until the city can 
arrange to remove the blocks which 
the county was removing. 

Mayor Key, who returned to the 
city Monday, stated that he would 
take the matter up with the county 
and city officials and attempt to 
adjust the situation. 

In the meantime, the county forces 
will finish the grading of Spring 
Street between Luckie and Nassau, 
and will turn the street over to the 
Georgia RawHway and Power com- 
pany to lower the tracks. By that 
time, Mr. Etheridge stated, he felt 
confident that the city would do 
Something about the matter that 
would be satisfactory to the county. 

The voucher for $5,000 which the 
city presented to the county Satur- 
day afternoon for work of paving 
Whitehall street, was stil] unsigned 
Monday night. Mr. Etheridge said 
that he would sign one for $4,974 as 
he had already signed one on the 
county in favor of the city for $28. 


Statement by Etheridge. 


The jstatement of Mr. Etheridge 
followa: - 

So muéh publicity has been given to the 
police cdurt episode of Saturday, the 21st 
inst., when the county was given a maxti- 
mum fife by Recorder Pro Tem. Gordon 
Noel Hirt for operating without a muf- 
filer a/small dump body truck engaged in 
the removal of belgian “blocks from Spring 
street, that I feel it necessary to make a 
short explanation of the position of the 
public works committee in r@vard thereto. 

We felt that the police department and 
the officer making the case against the 
driver of the truck were entirely within 
their rights in making the case, for while 
we were blameless of any intent to vio- 
late a city ordinance, we were neverthe- 
less technically guilty. 

The construction department of the city. 
of Atlanta, realizing the situation, s@nt a 
letter signed by Captain Collier to Chief 
Beavers explaining the nature of the work 
we were doing and the difficulty of op- 
erating these little trucks with mufflers, 
and asking that some arrangement be made 
about it. I didn’t feel it altogether nec- 
essary, but took it upon myself to go to 
court in’ person as the chairman of the 
public works committce, and took with me 
Captain A. A. Clarke, superintendent of 


public works of the county, and 0. A. 
Jones, assistant superintendent, - 

We waited in court Saturday morning un- 
til the docket had been practically finished, 
when Chief Beavers came in and requested 
the recorder to take up the county matter, 
and presented the letter of Chief of Con- 
struction Collier. Mr, Hurtel read thr let- 
ter: then Mr. Clarke explained the diffi- 
culty of operating the trucks with mufflers 
and the impossibility of Yremoving the 
blocks by means of teams. Mr. Jones in- 
formed the recorder that instructions had 
been given routing the trucks in future 
away from ‘the hospital, and that no more 
disturbance in this quarter would be occa- 


sioned. 
Vitriolic Lécture.”’ 

With’ all of this information before him, 
the recorder delivered himself of a vitriolic 
lecture upon the subject of unnetessary 
noises in the neighborhood of hospitals, and 
avowed his intention to break up the prac- 
tice, and stated that he did not care 
whether it was Fulton county or who it 
was he would give us the limit, which 
he did, announcing his sentence as $25 or 
thirty days in the stockade. He did not 
indicate who wou:d be called upon to serve 


ithe sentence in the event the county was 


unable to pay the fine, 

This action made it “absolutely necessary 
for us to take our trucks off the streets 
of Atlanta, thereby stopping the work on 
Spring street until the city can arrange to 
remove the belgian blocks which we were 
removing. 

No action whatever was taken in regard 
to the incident at the meeting of the 
public works: committee Saturday after- 
noon, and after the adjournment of the 
committee meeting Mr, Walker Lee, secre- 
tary to.the mayor, stated that he was 
present in an official capacity and inquired 
of us what our attitude was with reference 
to the matter. I explained to him that we 
felt that the county had been gratuitonsly 
insulted by the recorder pro tem., and that 
necessarily we would have to get off of 
Spring street. He strenuously urged (tat 
the recorder did exactly right in fining 
us the limit and in criticisng us as well, 
and I told him that if the city council felt 
that way about it that, for my own part, 
and not speaking for the board, I would 
not be disposed to do any business with 
or through the city council during the 
remainder of my term of office. 

We fully realize that the city of Atlanta 
is as much a part of the county of Fulton 
as any other part of the county, and we 
propose to do our duty by the city to the 
best of our ability in the future as we 
have done in the past, but every member of 
the -public works committee feels that Mr. 
Hurtel acted very arbitrarily and unjustly, 
and while we. do not believe that our 
friends in the council will look at the mat- 
ter as he did and ratify and indorse his 
action in view of the extennating circum- 
stances presented him, nevertheless if ‘they 
should see fit so to do, we are unanimous 
in our sentiment that in the future we 
would conduct our activities so far as the 
city is conecrned on our own initiative and 
independently of council.
